This work, which is the first attempt we 
have seen te pub in concrete form the case 
against the enfranchisement of the women 
of England, has already attained the distine- 
tion of a second edition, Though. closely 
reasoned throughout the whole of its 330 
pages, it does not constitute such stiff read- 
ing as might ot first sight be imngined. It 
is racily written without being flippant, and 
as the author is a democrat and a Liberal 
in polities it, is entertaining -to read his 
sensibly replies to the false sentiment of 
the present. Chantellar of the Exchequer, ono 
of the members of the present Cabinet who 
favours oxtonding the vote to.womon. ; 


In his first chapter, Mr, Owen sets him- 
self the task of negativing the idea that 
thy woman’s movement, even so far only 
ay it confines itself to the demand for 


political equality, is a “superficial” issue | 
.. to he decided only by the principles of a 


democratic franchise, of showing that thera 
is no question concerning, which. it is more 
imperative to take’ the long view, and of 
showing that within 2 movement superficially 
considered, as one of mere political justice, 
is the germ-of many far-reaching conso- 
quences to tho race. What, somé of ‘these 
consequences may be, viewod not specula- 
tively but upon the positive evidence of the 
aims of the woman’s movement, he then pro- 
coeds to show in detail, and not the least 
interesting are his arguments based on the 
cysontial differences between men and women 
as physically constituted, As a specimen of 
the suthor's style, we conclude this brief 
notice with the following quotation :— 


If he (Mr. Livyd George) thinks that to 
give Votes to Women will end a difficulty, 
be is ‘greatly mistaken, for it will be but 
the beginning of a now tangle of difficulties 
which statesmen at some futuro ‘time or 
other may vainly try to unravel. It is all 
very well to say, as he says, ‘ Men will lose 
alaves but find comrades,” but—making oll 
Mlowance for the exigencies of platform 
uratory, which sometimes perhaps do ‘an 
injustico to the ‘orator-—it ix at least just 
ay likely that men will lose comrades and the 
comrades find themselves in a new slavory. 
That is the veal question to be faced—and 
to be considered and mot dismissed by o 
rhetorical tag. And if Suffragist or 
Feminist could convince’ ma that the new 
order would open the gates to a now glory 
for their sex, I would gladly see every door: 
flung wide open that barred woman's, way, 
and would throw my own weight, for the 
little it might be wérth,. against each door. 
Wor oven if one were “a little bit of a man” 
T believe all mén have in them that little bit 
of exsentin! manhood which would sacrifice 
much to secure the dignity, the glory, and. 
the happiness of woman. And that iy why 
1. have no contempt for Suffragist or 


| Fominist. I believe ‘them to be misguided 


ond adrift, and 1 believe that it is the duty 
of every man who thinks they are to say 
so with what reason and courtesy he can 
command ; and to try to. convince them, even 
the most perversely scoptical, of the good 
motives of men amongst them, that no man 
would stand out against halving: the 
dominion of the political world with woman 
if he were not convinced that in the end it 
would be doubling the burden of her life, 
uplifting her in nothing, profiting the roca 
by.nothing, but robbing it of much. But, if 
the revolution is accomplished, then in. the 
time that we shall not know others may 
seo what comes’ of the’ speculations of 
amiable theorists who, like Mill, allow them- 
selves to be guided by sbstract conceptions 
without thinking out whore their theory will 
lead to when realised in actual practice. 
And it will indoed be odd for future genera- 
tions to realise that the woman of their day,
